The Chll"HU liquor law. wMffe has 
recently gone into effect, has several 
tsiints worth study ing elsevv here, says 
a writer in the I nlon Signal. While 
not strictly prohibitive, it is U.ldly ami 
rigidly restrictive. Dramshop licenses 
are offered for sale every tints' years 
to the highest bidder, but BOM may be 
granted within '.im yards of any 
scIiimiI. church, charitable institution 
or military barracks. No liquors may 
he sold In any theater or similar place 
of amusement or ill any rail way station 
or on any railway train >>r to minors or 
between midnight and ii In the morn 
lug. 

The Chilean law. in order to guard 
against the political Influences of the 
saloon, forbids any public official Wall 
soever to hold or be in any way Inter 
esttsl in any liquor license. If a Chil 
eau liquor dealer wants to hold public 
office, he must first change his iscupa 
lion, or if a public official wants to Is' 
come a liquor dealer he must quit his 
office. 

The Chilean new liquor law. Here 
over, iwognl/.es fully the principle of 

i local option. This extends not merely 
to cities, but to city wards. The peo 
pic of any section of a city may vote 

1 to create a prohibition district aud ah 

' Boltitely exclude the saloon from the 
neighlHirhisMl of their homes. This Is 
a ureal point uaiin.l The right of In 

| cal ward prohibition in our own cities 
is a |Mjlnt that should be vigorously 
pressed in our own country whenever 
the larger and belter prohibition .I n s 
not obtain. 

While the provisions of this Chilean 
liquor legislation are strikingly thor- 
ough. It is In the very nature of the 
saloon business to evade law and re 
sist restriction. We do not nsrl that 
the new Chilean law Is I'topian in any 
sense, but it Is interesting to read a 
law which Is evidently Intended to lie 
enforced.

1 told him also of u recent visit lo our 
secretary of slate. Xlr. lluy. In Washing- 
ton a few weeks before, with the rest of 
the deputation, and uf the assurances giv- 
en by Mr Hay that our government 
would tuke the matter up with the oth. r 
nations . on. -i n.-.i and of Ills hop.* 'of 
complete ultimate success. 

The king heard me most patiently and 
kindly and gave every possible token uf 
his Interest and sympathy with the effort. 
In regard to the whole matter of lluuor 
legislation he talked freely and earnestly. 
"1 have dune u II 1 can." he said, "lo keep 
alcohol away from the Lapps In my own 
domuin. and It is abaolutely prohibited In 
Lapland. Dura Is u free country," he 
went on to say, "ami my subjects must 
rt-g iil.it.- their own affairs, tint things srs 
much better thsn they used to be. 

"V.'h.-n 1 was a young man. we all got 
tipsy. " he continued, a statement which 
he immediately qualified by saying. "I do 
not mean that I Old personally, but that 
was the common custom, while now 
drunkenness is comparatively rare." 

This last statement my own observation 
bore out. for during several weeks in Swe- 
den, must of the time (pert lu the larger 
cities and towns. I saw but one Intoxicat- 
ed man. 

Win n I ssked the king tf I could assure 
the deputation ami the American public of 
his sympathv with this effort to keep the 
vices of civilisation from the uncivilised, 
he rcpli-d with great earnestness.

All nsids exi-ept tb.we on pure sand 
can Is' materially Improved by tile 
druimigc. but I would not advise tile 
being used except where uiulcrdrall. 
age Is r.s|iilr.sl. tiruvcl or broken stone 
placed upon an undrained foundaf.on 
Is uliuost BBJB to sink gradually, what- 
ever 1U thickness, whereas a thinner 
layer u|sjii an un.lordralt.cd roadb.sl 
will give much latter servli-c. Itoud 
Ul.-s without gravel are better than 
roads gruveled without tile. 

The best bail to smooth tbe r.wd 
grade with early In the spring is a 
light drag, used while the frost Is coin 
lug out. The road should Is- acrais-d 
lightly with the road machine as soon 
as It Is settled, uud heavy grading 
should be done early lu the spring 
wbil- the ground Is soft. Tbe roud 
should not !»• lound.sl up or scru|s-d 
heavily late lu the summer or III the 
full, for then the earth thrown up lu 
the center will not unite w.tb the 
foundation even after being rolled, 
unless the rail la an unusually wet one. 

The proper rmw n DM !«• easily and 
cheaply obtained by (he use of the 
toad machine or gru.br Alter the 
roa<llu»d has lss-n rounded with tbe 
grader. If it has been drawn by teams 
It should be rolled with as heavy a roll 
er as is avalluble. If the grader Is 
dmwu by i t ruction engine, the large 
wins-Is will BBBsBjaCt the earth laHter 
than any roller obtultiable lu the ojuu 
try. and the engine will save Uie 
Strength of the horses. 

Itoads on pure suml or nearly pure 
sand require very different trcatuie.it 
from rouds on clay or loam. The pre- 
ceding rules for tkc drainage of loam 
and clay rouds must la a rcvcrwsl for 
■and rouds. Wet suud makes a better 
roud than dry sand, aud therefore 
druiliillg a sund road Is useless and 
possibly a damage. Of course this la 
not true of quicksand, as deserllMsl In 
the first of Hie article, but there Is very 
little If any of that found lu sand 
roads. Itoads on quicksand are liu- 
prov.il by draining. 

•Sand roads are usually nearly level 
and need little If any grading. They 
should not be crowned, since they do 
not need surface drainage. The trav- 
eled (Nirtion should Im* simply leveled 
off. Tbe gr.ut disadvantage of pure 
■and as a road material Is the freedom 
with which the grains move one on th • 
other. Therefore to Improve a suud 
roud encourage grass to occupy ull the 
■pact* possible. The roots will decrease 
the movement of the sand under the 
tread of the hoofs ui.d w heels. 

It Is an advantage If vegetation oc- 
cupies the surface clear up to the trav- 
eled way Isith for the shade and for 
the binding effect of the r.s.ts. Shade 
harms a loam or clay road, but im- 
proves u roud of sand or brokcli stone, 
since It prevents the evaporation of 
the moisture from the roadbed. There 
fore a sand road can be peimaueiitly 
improved by planting trees so us to 
■hudo the traveled way. They will 
prevent In part the drying effect of tbe 
winds as well us Intercept the rays of
